Town, county to discuss new fire hall

Administrators from 
the town and Mountain 
View County will meet 
with a facilitator in the 
near future in an attempt 
to iron out differences 
of opinion regarding a 
proposed new fire hall 
in town. 

Town council passed 
the motion at its July 22 
meeting. 


The town and county 
have been at odds over 
the building of a new 
hall that is needed in 
town because the cur¬ 
rent hall no longer 
meets the requirements 
of the Didsbury Fire 
Department. 

A cost consultant 
retained by a committee 
made up of town and 
county officials deter¬ 
mined that, following 
the committee’s forma¬ 


tion in January 2013, 
a hall similar to Olds’ 
would cost about $5.2 
million, while a uniquely 
Didsbury design would 
cost about $5 million. 

The fire hall commit¬ 
tee subsequently studied 
other newly-built halls 
in Central Alberta and 
county representatives 
suggested that a smaller- 
scale hall such as the 
roughly $3 million hall in 
Three Hills would suffice 


for Didsbury. 

The county also pro¬ 
posed a 50/50 cost-shar¬ 
ing arrangement with the 
town to build the new 
hall, in lieu of paying bay 
rental fees for tanker 
trucks. 

Roy Brown the town’s 
chief administrative offi¬ 
cer, told councillors that 
the bay rental fees the 
county is paying haven’t 
changed since 1982. 

“I somehow sense 


there's a communica¬ 
tions issue (involved 
between the town and 
county)," Coun. Joyce 
McCoy said, suggesting 
that an all-council meet¬ 
ing between the two 
municipalities take place 
to clear up any confu¬ 
sion. “We could all leam 
something." 

Brown said while an 
all-council meeting was 
one option, a facilitator 
could also work with 


the two municipalities’ 
administrative teams 
to sort out any differ¬ 
ences. 

Brown told councillors 
that the agreement to 
build a joint hall with the 
county would be for 40 
years, but if Didsbury’s 
needs grew beyond the 
proposed new hall the 
town would have to foot 
the bill for a subsequent 
hall on its own.

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Didsbury to send letter to MVSH

Town council directed 
administration to send 
a letter to the Mountain 
View Seniors’ Housing 
board expressing con¬ 
cern about the costs 
of the proposed new 
Sundre seniors facility 
and the proposed mas¬ 
ter services agreement 
between the housing 
authority and Alberta 
Health Services. 

MVSH has signed the 
agreement but AHS has 
not. 

Councillors passed the 
motion at the July 22 
council meeting. 

The town has not yet 
made a motion approv¬ 
ing the Sundre project . 

Olds, Cremona and 
Carstairs have made 
motions in support of the 
Sundre project, but want¬ 
ed the budget capped at 
$25 million. Olds and 
Cremona also wanted 
AHS to sign the master 
agreement with MVSH 
before the project went 
ahead. 

The contract that was 
signed by MVSH to build 
the lodge in Sundre 
was given to Shunda 
Construction for $26.2 
million. 

MVSH hopes to begin 
construction on the proj¬ 
ect in nud-August after 
the land has been trans¬ 
ferred to the housing 
authority. 


“Once we have title 
to the land ... Alberta 
Health (Services) will 
sign the master agree¬ 
ment (with AHS)," said 
Bruce Beattie, chair of 
the MVSH board. 

Roy Brown, the town’s 
chief administrative offi¬ 
cer, said area CAOs were 
confused when a press 
release was issued by 
MVSH following a board 
meeting on July 17 indi¬ 
cating .all municipalities 
supported the Sundre 
project. Didsbury council 
hasn’t made a resolution 
in support of the project 
at this point. 

Beattie said since 
Coun. Kimberley Moore, 
Didsbury's represen¬ 
tative on the commit¬ 
tee, voted in favour of 
the MVSH motion, the 
board considers that as 
Didsbury’s support for 
the project. 

At the Didsbury council 
meeting, however, many 
councillors expressed 
the opinion that it is 
unfortunate that when a 
Didsbury councillor sits 
on a board, they are to 
act in the best interests 
of that board and not of 
Didsbury council. 

Beattie said sill munici¬ 
palities that are part of a 
larger organization such 
as MVSH do not have 
to indicate support for 
a given project on then- 
own for a project to go 
ahead so long as a mqjor- 
ity of that organization’s 


board members agree to 
the proposal. 

At the July 22 coun¬ 
cil meeting, Coun. Joyce 
McCoy said since MVSH 
was running deficits for 
several years until it 
doubled the requisition it 
charges municipalities in 
2014 - Didsbury’s share 
went to $76,000 from 
about $35,000 the previ¬ 
ous year - MVSH doesn’t 
yet have a good history 
of managing finances. 

“That’s the best we 
can do is express our 
concern. They haven’t 
shown us that they can 
manage that requisition,” 
she said. 

MVSH has sent a request 
to Greg Weadick, the min¬ 
ister of Municipal Affairs, 
to approve borrowing of 
$22 million for the Sundre 
project. MVSH has a 
$3.8 million Affordable 
Supportive Living Initiative 
grant in hand and financ¬ 
ing from Mountain View 
Credit Union. 

“We went through a 
very vigorous program 
over the last three-and-a- 
half years of making sure 
we did due diligence on 
this project and ongoing 
auditing of this project," 
Beattie said, noting that 
much tighter controls 
are now in place than 
when the expansion of 
the Mount View Lodge 
in Olds had to be halted 
because of difficulties 
with the contractor and 
project construction.

Gun law 
changes 
have a lot 
at stake 

The Harper government has announced plans to 
introduce new legislation that will make some wide- 
ranging changes to firearm ownership and control in 
Canada. 

The changes, including man¬ 
datory safety courses for first¬ 
time gun owners, will also, 
according to the government, 
make it much tougher for 
people with previous criminal 
convictions to get and keep 
their hands on guns. 

Whether the changes will 
make for safer Canadian 
towns, cities and counties, 
including rural communities 
across West Central Alberta, 
remains to be seen. 

What is certain is that this 
latest attempt to balance law¬ 
ful gun ownership with the need to prevent this 
country from becoming riddled by the gun-violence 
that now plagues the U.S. will have long-term impacts 
across Canada 

Steven Blaney, Canada’s Minister of Public Safety 
and Emergency Preparedness, says changes that will 
come before Parliament this fall will include compre¬ 
hensive new measures. 

Blaney says the Common Sense Firearms Licensing 
Act will, among other things, “restrict the ability of 
chief firearms officers to make arbitrary decisions, 
create a grace period at the end of the five-year 
licence to stop people from immediately becoming 
criminalized for paperwork errors, require mandatory 
firearms safety courses for first-time gun owners, and 
strengthen firearms prohibitions for those who are 
convicted of domestic violence offences. 

“These measures would streamline licensing and 
eliminate needless red tape for law-abiding gun own¬ 
ers,” said Blaney. “It would also take steps to ensure 
that those convicted of domestic violence offences 
can be banned from owning firearms. My foremost 
priority is keeping the public safe, through common 
sense policies.” 

The recent killing of three RCMP officers in New 
Brunswick at the hands of a gun-toting assailant high¬ 
lights just how quickly things can go very, very wrong 
when it comes to unlawful firearm use. 

If these latest measures succeed in preventing or 
even reducing such gun violence, then all Canadians 
will be the beneficiaries. 

More than a decade ago, the Liberal government 
of Jean Chretien made its own m^jor overhaul of 
Canada's gun laws. 

In the end, the resulting national gun registry became 
a bone of contention for many people, leading, in no 
small measure, to heightened alienation across west¬ 
ern Canada, particularly among those seeking wholly 
different gun control rules and regulations. 

Now the tables are turned, with the Conservatives 
putting forward changes to the nation’s gun laws and 
the opposition parties no doubt planning to do what 
they can to foster alienation over these Tory propos¬ 
als, particularly in vote-rich central Canada

Don’t hold your breath waiting 
for free trade within Canada

A call by the three western pre¬ 
miere for the dismantling of inter¬ 
nal trade barriers between their 
provinces is a great idea - one 
that is long overdue. It would lead 
to more opportunities for enter¬ 
prising businesses, lower costs for 
consumers, and greater economic 
freedom. 

But despite the publicly-stated 
good intentions by Saskatchewan’s 
Brad Wall, B.C.’s Christie Clark 
and Alberta's interim leader, Dave 
Hancock, 1 remain sceptical. What 
precisely are they proposing - ? You 
see, Canada's constitution already 
guarantees free-trade between tire 
provinces, yet each successive 
batch of leaders has “convenient¬ 
ly” forgotten it. 

And even though so-called 
“incrementalism" has been a high¬ 
ly successful policy of Canada’s 
political right for the past 20 years, 
this is an instance where it should 
not be applied. 

Section 121 of Canada’s 
Constitution Act, 1867, says, “All 
Articles of the Growth, Produce, 
or Manufacture of any one of the 
lYovinces shall, from and after the 
Union, be admitted free into each 
of the other Provinces.” The con¬ 
stitution is clear - inter-provincial 
trade is to be unencumbered by 
taxes, tariffs, and the like. When 
maintaining existing trade barri¬ 
ers, Canadian governments are 
thumbing their noses at the con¬ 
stitution. 

Liquor laws offer the perfect 
example of the collusion between 
the federal and provincial govern¬ 
ments to erect trade barriers. 

In 1928, at the request of the pro¬ 
vincial legislatures, the federal par¬ 


liament enacted the Importation of 
Intoxicating Liquors Act - “ULA” 
for short. This law makes individu¬ 
als who transport an alcoholic bev¬ 
erage across provincial borders 
liable to a $200 fine. And repeat 
delinquent offenders could spend 
up to 12 months in prison. As 
Toronto lawyer Ian Blue put it, the 
IILA is very likely unconstitutional 
because it is in direct conflict with 
section 121. 

The provincial liquor monopo¬ 
lies that we are all familiar with 
were created by the IILA. And, like 
all monopolies, the IILA prevents 
innovation and drives up prices. In 
an era where coasumere do much 
of their shopping online, the IILA 
prohibits producers from selling 
their products directly to consum- 
ers in other provinces. There is 
no way for a Saskatchewan resi¬ 
dent to order a bottle of B.C. wine 
online, or a B.C. resident to receive 
an Alberta microbrewery’s beer in 
the mail. According to the IILA, 
these practices are illegal, finable, 
and worthy of jail-time. 

Making matters worse, provincial 
governments hide taxes in the retail 
purchase price. B.C. lawyer Mark 
Ilicken has an online calculator that 
outlines all the fees and costs associ¬ 
ated with the purchase of a bottle 
of wine in his province. As a result, 
retail purchasers are unaware that 
they are paying exorbitant taxes. 

But were the IILA repealed or 
declared unconstitutional, the 
entire liquor distribution regime in 
Canada would be jeopardized. And 
there are some powerful interests 
that want to see the status quo 
maintained. 

The provincial distribution regimes 
propped up by the II1A an 1 reli¬ 
able and lucrative revenue streams 


for the provinces. In 2013, Alberta’s 
Gaming and Liquor Commission 
transferred over $728 million to the 
provincial coffers for liquor sales, 
while Saskatchewan’s received $478 
million in 2013 and B.C.’s $911 mil¬ 
lion in 2012. Governments of all 
political stripes are equally comp licit 
in maintaining these unconstitution¬ 
al trade barriers. 

Similarly, public sector unions 
don’t want section 121 of the con¬ 
stitution to be taken seriously. 

These unions have advanced their 
self-serving opposition under the 
ruse of public safety. On its website, 
the Saskatchewan Government 
Employees’ Union issued a press 
release decrying the opening of two 
private liquor stores in the prov¬ 
ince. SGEU president Bob Byrnoen 
said, “Alcohol is not just another 
consumer product. It is a drug that 
can and does cause serious prob¬ 
lems for families and communi¬ 
ties. Because of that, Saskatchewan 
citizens should have a say in how 
alcohol is sold in this province.” Of 
course, he fails to mention that the 
union he represents has a vested 
interest in maintaining unconstitu¬ 
tional trade barriers. 

While 1 do hope that the coalition 
of premiere makes strides towards a 
fret' trade zone in Western Canada, 
I am sceptical that much will come 
from it. After all, the neglected 
section 121 has guaranteed free 
trade within Canada since 1867, 
and by not immediately complying 
with the constitution, each of these 
premiere has already shirked from 
their responsibility to Canadians.

“In discussion with 
Olds, they had the same 
frustrations with the 
county,” Brown said. 
“It’s important to under¬ 
stand that the county 
came to Didsbury and 
indicated they would like 
to pay 50/50. It was not 
the other way around.” 

Mountain View County 
Reeve Bruce Beattie, 
who is also a member 
of the joint fire hall com¬ 
mittee, said when county 
council resumes from 
summer break on August 
13, it will discuss the 
Didsbury resolution. 

He said Brown and 
Tony Martens, the CAO 
for the county, he and 
Rick Mousseau, the 
mayor of Didsbury 
and county council¬ 
lor Duncan Milne and 
Didsbury councillor 
Garth Hollinger have all 
been discussing the issue 
over the last while. 

“It really comes 
down to what we feel 
(Mountain View County) 
can afford ... in terms of 
providing service to our 
residents,” Beattie said, 
adding that the commit¬ 
tee also looked at halls 
in Bentley and Lacombe. 

Beattie said county offi¬ 
cials floated the idea of pay¬ 
ing 50 per cent of the build¬ 
ing costs as a way to help 
Didsbury with the expen¬ 
sive proposition of build¬ 
ing a new hall. He said the 
idea would also help coun¬ 
ty residents as well when 
buikor trucks go out into 
the county from Didsbury 
to respond to calls. 

“Didsbury has to deter¬ 
mine what they think 
their needs are and as a 
county we have to decide 
if we want to be part of 
that project,” he said. 

Mayor Rick Mousseau 
said while there are sev¬ 
eral issues the town and 
the county are at odds 
over in regard to a new 
fire hall, cost and size 
of a new fire hall are the 
main ones. 

Town officials would 
like to see a bigger hall so 
that it can meet the needs 
of Didsbury as the town 
grows, he said, rather than 
having to build another 
new hall sooner because 
this hall didn't take into 
account a future expand¬ 
ed population base.

Liquor stores robbed on weekend

Didsbury-area athletes 
Kyra Paulgaard, Kennedy 
Murphy and Wesley Wilks 
brought home a total of 11 
medals from the Alberta 
Summer Games in Airdrie 
from July 24 to 27. 

Paulgaard claimed a 
gold in the U-17 female 
javelin with a throw of 
32.5 metres and a silver 
medal in the hammer 
throw with a toss of 33.61 
metres. Both were per¬ 
sonal bests. 

Kennedy Murphy 
claimed a gold with her 
Zone 2 teammates in soft- 
ball, while Wesley Wilks 
claimed one gold, five sil¬ 
vers and two bronzes in 
various swimming events. 
Wilks got gold in the male 
category five 50-metre fly 
with a time of 37.49 sec¬ 
onds, silver in the male 
category five 50-metre 
breast-stroke with a time 
of 42.66 seconds, silver 
in the category five 100- 
metre freestyle with a 
time of 1:15:03, silver in 
the 50-metre freestyle 
with a tune of 33.82 sec¬ 
onds, silver in the four 
by 50 metre individual 
medley, silver in the four 
by 50 metre freestyle, 
bronze in the 100-metre 
breast stroke with a time 
of 1:32:74 and bronze in 
the 100-metre backstroke 
with a time of 1:35:00. 

Paulgaard said she 


performed six throws in 
each of her events: three 
preliminary throws and 
three more in the finals 
for being among the top 
eight in each event 

“I think I did really good 
this weekend. I had two 
personal bests which 
is really awesome. On 
Friday, the conditions 
were a little harsh. It was 
raining and windy and 
cold. It was pretty tough, 
but I did really well in 
javelin," she said. 

Conditions improved 
on July 26, and Paulgaard 
was able to throw a per¬ 
sonal best in the ham¬ 
mer throw. She also had 
throws of 9.09 metres in 
the shot put and a person¬ 
al best in discus of 26.78 
metres. 

Paulguaard said the 
competitors she was up 
against were extremely 
skilled. 

“The competition was 
pretty high. From all over 
Alberta, the top couple in 
each zone, so it was pretty 
tough, but I was in there 
and gave them a run for 
their money,” she said. 

Paulgaard said the 
entire experience was 
excellent. 

“The track was just 
buzzing ... It was just 
such a cool atmosphere 
to hang out with all the 
athletes,” she said. 

Murphy agreed with 
that assessment. 

“It was a lot of fun," she 


said. 

Muiphy played four out 
of the team’s five games, 
including the 10-3 final 
game in which the Zone 
2 squad beat Zone 7. She 
played second base in the 
final game. 

“We played really well. 
We were really good 
offensively and defensive¬ 
ly, I think,” she said, add¬ 
ing that the team played 
consistently well through¬ 
out the tournament.

A 20-year-old

Clint Gulash 
of the Didsbury RCMP 


on the morning of July 
29. 

Derek Lucas, an 
employee of Didsbury 
Liquor and Beer, said 
he was in the back of 
the store during shift 
change when he was 
alerted to the inci¬ 
dent by the store’s 
clerk. He said the sus¬ 
pect grabbed a 1.75- 
litre bottle of Russian 
Prince vodka, made a 
motion directed at the 
clerk with his hand as 
if he had a firearm, and 
quickly departed the 
store. Lucas said the 
clerk called out to him 
to call the police, but 
because he was in the 


back of the store, by 
the time he came to the 
front, the suspect was 
gone. 

Lucas described the 
incident as a “snatch 
and run." 

“At first, I didn’t 
believe it (was happen¬ 
ing). I was frustrated 
when it happened 
(because) I was (in the 
back)," he said. 

Lucas said the RCMP 
responded quickly, only 
a few minutes after he 
made the call, but the 
suspect had already 
departed. He said he 
RCMP called on a police 
dog to help pick up the 
suspect’s scent.

Jessica Christensen has been living with cancer 
for the last seven months and says she’ll have to take 
medication for the rest of her life. So far, it’s been a 
drain. 

“It’s affected my life a lot just because my boys are four 
and six and they’re really active and I’m tired all the time, 
just trying to get the right medications,’’ Christensen said 
as her two sons, Corben and Carsen, scampered around 
at the entrance of Boston Pizza in Olds. 

“They’re like that from the time they wake up to the 
time they go to bed,” she said. 

Christensen, 28, is a Didsbury resident and was in 
town on July 21 to receive a $500 cheque from Angela 
Sutherland, owner and manager of the local Boston 
Pizza. That money came from concession sales at the 
Central Alberta Draft Horse Classic, held at the Olds 
Regional Exhibition in June. 

The two met and have since become friends after 
the restaurant held the Boob Tour in April, a comedy 
event that raises money for breast cancer. 

In October last year, Christensen was diagnosed 
with thyroid cancer, news that made her think about 
the impact it would have on her young family. 

“It hurt a lot. 1 was pretty scared just because I 
have two small children and I’m pretty young," she 
said. “But I’ve had lots of support front family and 
friends so it’s been a pretty quick journey. It’s not 
like, dragging out. It’s gone by pretty fast so I’m 
thankful for that.” 

Christensen had her thyroid removed and in 
August, will undergo radiation treatment with the 
possibility of chemotherapy down the road. 

Besides lethargy, Christensen said she hasn’t expe¬ 
rienced the side effects doctors warned her about, 
such as nausea 

Since the diagnosis, she said she values her life 
more but has not allowed the disease to change her 
personality. 

“It hasn’t been easy but (I) have lots of family and 
support,” she said. 

Sutherland’s restaurant has held a number of fund¬ 
raisers to benefit those struck by cancer in the past. 

A few years ago, it started with an auction dinner 
for Cody Dolan, a 12-year-old Didsbury child at the 


time diagnosed with osteosarcoma, a bone cancer, 
Sutherland said. 

She later participated in a walk-a-thon for women’s 
cancer. 

“Then I decided instead of giving the money to 
an organization, I'd rather give it to people that can 
actually benefit from the money,” she said. “Rather 
than an organization where I don’t know where the 
money’s going." 

That money will likely be used to pay bills, 
Christensen said. 

She is currently employed at Leo's Building 
Supplies but has taken a leave because of her many 
doctors’ appointments, though she takes the odd 


shift. 

She is also trained as a hair stylist and worked a 
few years at Hair Central. 

Since her diagnosis, work has been put on hold. As 
a result, her husband has been “working like crazy.” 

When asked if she had advice for others battling 
the disease, Christensen said the end result is all in 
the mind. 

“Think positive. That’s all I can say,” she said. “You 
think positive, you’re going to get positive. You think 
negative, you’re going to get negative.” 

“We thought positive this whole entire time and so 
far the outcome’s been really good.”
